The 
brief added the federal parliament 
acted too late with “costly and in- 
effectual methods.” 


WITH OTTAWA 

“We hold this view for various 
reasons, chief among which is the 
fact that the necessary power and/ 
resources to meet a major economic | 
crisis, such as we experienced in| 
western Canada, lay not with the| 
provincial governments, not with | 
the people of Manitoba, but in part/| 
at least with the Dominion govern- | 
ment,” Manitoba contended. 

“As citizens of Canada we had 
the right to expect, that insofar 
as the western crisis could have 
been ameliorated by the wise use 
of those powers which are de- 
finitely within the jurisdiction of 
the Federal government, a major 
effort would be made in the na- 
tional interest as well as in our 
interest to meet it.” 

The situation was of such na- 


tional importance it deserved 
“much more favorable al govern-| 


tion from the national govern- 
ment.” Other countries took steps 
to help the farmer which “over- 
shadowed” Canadian efforts. 


STANDARD PRICE 


In 1932 the United Kingdom pass- | 
ed the Wheat Act which establish- | 
ed a standard price for home grown 
English wheat equivalent to ap- 
proximately $1.30 a bushel. British | 
wheat producers were subsidized to 
the extent of more than $125,000.- 
000 or more than $30,000,000 a year, | 
the brief continued. | 

Australian government also| 
granted subsidies to wheat growers 
with more than $60,000,000 distri- | 
buted from 1931 to 1935. Interest | 
rate on internal debts were re-| 
duced by 22% per cent, govern: | 
ment expenditures and industrial 
wages were lowered to help the | 
country through the dark period. 


HIT AT INTEREST 

“Manitoba sought a similar ap- 
proach to the Canadian problem 
but up to the present other coun- 
sels have prevailed,” the provincial 
administration contended. The 
province sliced expenditures and 
wages over which it had control, 
increased taxation but was power- | 
less to lower mortgage interest and 
bank interest rates.

AGREED 

The mayors of the Alberta cities expressed 
what has been in the minds of the taxpayers a 
Jong time when they told the provincial and 
federal Governments “We desire to register our 
emphatic objections to the proposal to carry on 
unemployment relief administration in the same 
old way.” And when they further said, “We 
most emphatically protest against the continu- 
ance of a pernicious system of misguided pater- 
nalism which is gradually forcing a considerable 
proportion of our people into the category of 
permanent mendicants.” 

Any other form of language which the mayors 
might have chosen to convey the idea that the 
dole should be replaced by a program of wage- 
work for unemployed men would likewise have 


with the views of the town councils of Alberta 
also. 

The wonder is that the municipalities did not 
take this stand very positively long ago. In not 
doing so their councils have shown extraordinary 
tolerance for the continuance of a temporary 
emergency expedient at heavy cost to their tax- 
payers. Direct relief was adopted in expectation 
that the depression would be short-lived; or that, 
should it be prolonged, some better way would 
be found to deal with the unemployment situa- 
tion it precipitated. 

Neither happened, at least so far as Alberta 
is concerned. The depression is still here, judged 
from the employment stand-point. And aside 
from plans of the National Employment Com- 
mission, a substitute for direct relief is not in 
sight. Since it is proposed to continue direct 
relief for the winter months, these plans are evi- 
dently not expected to materialize until spring 
at the earliest. 

There is no mystery, therefore, and no sur- 
prise, in this demand from the city mayors for 
a show-down on the relief question. That has 
long been overdue. Whatever comes of the de- 
mand directly, it is a timely and forceful chal- 
lenge to inaction. 

The Dominion is at the moment asking the 
provinces to allow it to institute a scheme of 
unemployment insurance. The revolt of the 
mayors is notice that it is time to do something 
—unless the Governments are prepared to con- 
tinue direct relief at their own expense.

THIS DOESN’T HELP 

The mayors, it may be suspected, did nothing 
to strengthen their chances of success by threat- 
ening that the cities will cut off relief, or cut 
relief allowances drastically, unless the Govern- 
ments comply with their demands. It is a pretty 
safe guess that the city councils will do nothing 
of the kind. No one knows this any better than 
the Governments. That part of the presentation 
could have been worded a good deal less offen- 
sively and more persuasively; and, as it stands, 
might better have been left out. 


This “ultimatum” invites attention to some | 


facts which the councils would find it difficult 
to reconcile with their claim that the cities are 
hard-pressed. Edmonton's council, for instance, 
is in course of concluding an arrangement for 
the extension of the city’s debt, which, it is said, 
will greatly ease the financial difficulties of the 
present and the immediate future. The gist of 
the agreement is that the city is to go on paying 
unreduced interest rates on its bonds. Does Ed- 
monton’s council want the Governments to be- 
lieve it is prepared to put women and children 
on half-rations in order that it can pay seven 
per cent interest on city bonds? 


A NEW DEAL ALL AROUND 

What the mayors demand is that the Govern- 
ments either undertake work projects which will 
reduce relief rolls to a minimum, or assume the 
entire responsibility for the payment of direct 
relief. 

Pending such arrangements, they express 
willingness that the cities continue to contribute 
not more than 20 per cent of the cost of direct 
relief; and support this proposal by stating that 
cities in Saskatchewan and British Columbia pay 
only this proportion of relief costs. 

This, the chief magistrates say, quite cor- 
rectly, is a call for “a new deal and a square deal 
in relief from relief.” Not only is it a call for a 
new deal, but for a new deal all around. The 
Dominion could not enter into arrangements 
with the Government of Alberta to do either the 
one thing or the other without committing itself 
to do as much for the cities of any or all other 
provinces by making similar agreements. 

What is thus asked for is the complete aban- 
donment of the dole system in Canada, and the 
substitution therefor of a program of public 
works sufficient to reduce unemployment to 
something like normal proportions; or in the 
alternative that the federal and provincial treas- 
uries supply the money with which to continue 
the dole payments. 


RELIEF DEBTS 

If this is a large order, there is nothing new 
in it, The mayors have only translated into a 
formal and official proposal what has long been 
advocated: that wage-work be substituted for 
direct relief. Or, if the Governments will not 
or cannot adopt that policy, that the cities be 
relieved from having to put up dole-money 

The contention that, one way or the other, 
the Governments should shoulder the financial 
load is supported by the commonly known fact 
that the cities, in this and other provinces, have 
been brought to a position of “near-insolvency,” 
largely because for seven years they have been 
obliged to bear a new and heavy expense for 
which they have got no return value. 

That the cities cannot continue to stand this 
strain indefinitely is obvious. To continue to 
participate in direct relief on the present basis 
would cost Edmonton and Calgary a half million 
dollars each during the coming year, so far as 
present conditions and prospects indicate. Con- 
tribution of even the 20 per cent proposed would 
cost each city something around $200,000 over 
the year. 

What the Governments are asked to do im- 
mediately is absorb more than half the contribu- 
tions now made by the cities. And eventually 
excuse the cities from making any contributions 

Nothing is said, as might well have been said, 
about the Governments also taking over the 
several millions of dollars debts the cities have 
had to incur by borrowing money to pay their 
shares of direct relief up to the present time.

SMUTS AS A SALESMAN 


Hon. Jan Smuts, eminent South African and 
Empire statesman, showed himself to be a good 
salesman during the period of the Great War, 
and was much used by Mr. Lloyd George as 
such, Once Mr. Smuts was sent to Wales to per- 
suade striking Welsh miners to return to work.

A TERRIBLE CHARGE ~ 


Sir Stafford Cripps charges the Japanese with 
demoralizing the Chinese people in territories 
now under Japanese control by encouraging the 
use of narcotics. This horrible charge is not made 
for the first time, but can be found in the writings 
of many travellers who have been in Manchukuo 
in the last few years. 


The facts were not in dispute when presented 
in the report of the Fifth Committee of the League 
of Nations on the traffic in narcotics. Perhaps in 
our civilization no sadder document has testified 
to human depravity. To gain revenue, not only 
are the Chinese being degraded, but the richer 
markets on this continent and in countries like 
Egypt are finding it almost impossible to prevent 
the illicit traffic. Even Canada is not immune, 
but had to pass special prohibitive laws, and the 
fight to suppress the evil is a ceaseless effort of 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police. 

t is inconceivable how nations which have 
done much to improve the health and physique 
of their own people—as Germany and Italy have 
done—can remain silent while this demoraliza- 
tion of an old people is incited by Japan. Every 
hard-won advance made against the traffic by 
the League of Nations is defeated by this nefar- 
fous promotion of production of raw opium and 
expansion of its use. Egypt was making head- 
way against the notorious hold “white drugs” had 
on Egyptians when swamped again by the over- 
production smuggled in from Japanese sources, 
The Egyptian commissioner who investigated the 
sources of supply reported two months ago: “As 
for the conditions in the dens in the Japenese 
Concession (at Tientsin) words fail when I at- 
tempt to describe the revolting and terrible con- 
ditions. ... The scenes are ghastly even to hard- 
ened persons like myself... . Chinese, Russians, 
foreigners, lie about, as also children of two and 
three years of age, already idiot drug addicts, 
with swollen heads and thin, transparent bodies.” 

Some elements in Japan realize that engaging 
in this traffic can be a fatal boomerang. M. Bour- 
gois, the French representative on the Fifth Com- 
mittee, said: “At the present time drug addic- 
tion was not confined to the lower classes in Ja- 
pan, but had spread even to the soldiers. Un- 
less the Japanese authorities took more urgent 
steps to combat this danger it might recoil upon 
their own heads.” Some Japanese have been 
sane enough and bold enough to protest against 
the military debauching a conquered people with 
drugs. The monetary rewards are, however, wel- 
comed by Japanese military authorities in China 
as they help free them of budgetary control by 
the Japanese government. 

The revelations are a terrible indictment of 
any military system. They have a more horrible 
wider scope, for they menace the health and mor- 
als of any nation unprotected against the spread 
of the drug traffic. No nation dare ignore what 
is reported as happening in the Chinese territor- 
jes now controlled by Japan. No nation can con- 
tain its abhorrence of a military system which 
will so besmirch a civilization that has striven, 
at least, to improve the health of all peoples in 
the world.—Winnipeg Free Press.

WINNIPEG, Nov. 30.—The Royal Commission 
on Dominion-provincial relations, headed by 
Chief Justice Rowell of Ontario, began its in- 


quiry yesterday in the dim light and dimmer 
acoustics of Winnipeg's largest court room. 
About twenty people, not counting those who 
get paid to attend, were on hand at the historic 
moment when the Manitoba government opened 
the argument. Manitoba will hold the floor, for 
a week at least. Premier Bracken’s civil service, 
working overtime for months, has produced nine 
volumes of evidence. 


The general topic is how, if at all, the Canad- 
ian political set-up as fixed by the B.N.A. Act, 
should be changed. Written 70 years ago, by 
citizens who did not foresee radio, paved high- 
ways, unemployment, airplanes and William 
Aberhart, the act begins to wheeze and crack. 

at st e 

At the same stage in their Federal history, the 
U.S.A. had a civil war to decide whether they 
would go on with the experiment. Canada in 
accordance with its quieter traditions, has a 
Royal Commission instead. There are five com- 
missioners, one each from British Columbia, the 
prairie west, Ontario, Quebec and the Maritimes. 
Mr. Bennett called them “a pack of Grits but 
they look like judicial and dispassionate men.” 


Chief Justice Rowell sits at the centre of the 
marble desk and the light from two reading lamps 
falls on his austere brow as he pores over a doc- 
ument. The chief justice speaks so quietly that 
he can hardly be heard even in dead silence. On 
his right is Mr. Sirois, a French gentleman of the 
Blum type with drooping moustaches and a schol- 
arly air. 

Professor Angus, of British Columbia, the 
economist of the group, did some broadcasting in 
Alberta just before Mr. Aberhart was elected 
and has been credited with convincing Father 
William when it was too late to change his mind 
in public, that Social Credit is impossible. Dr. 
Angus is one of those remarkable men who under- 
stand monetary questions. Professor Mackay, of 
Dalhousie, the other pedagogue on the bench, has 
not yet got into the argument. Mr. Dafoe, of 
Manitoba, is editor of the Free Press and, as the 
chairman says, needs no introductions.

Manitoba's case, as so far exposed to the com- 
mission, is an eye-opener. People who have been 
attending sittings of the Manitoba house regu- 
larly for years had no idea Mr. Bracken & Co. 
had ideas like these in the back of their minds. 
To date the Manitoba government has come out 
for inflation, re-writing the B.N.A. Act and ac- 
quiring for Canada the power to amend its own 
constitution. These are not revolutionary ideas 
but five years ago they were almost the exclusive 
property of the Reds and pinks in these parts. 
Today they are endorsed by Mr. Bracken. 

Mr. Major, the attorney-general, presented 
the argument on the constitutional question. 
The Fathers of Confederation, he maintained 
with long quotations from their speeches, in- 
tended that the Dominion parliament should be 
the truly dominant power, with ful} authority 
to legislate on all questions of national import- 
ance. The provinces, according to this view. were 
to be glorified county councils, administering 
none but local anaesthetics to the body politic. 


As it has worked out, the argument runs, 
the Dominion isn’t sovereign.’ Time and again 
the privy council, of whose judicial wisdom Mr. 
Major has a low opinion, has ruled that federal 
legislation on a national problem—unemploy- 
ment insurance, for instance—is ultra vires. The 
fathers of 1867 did not make their intention as 
clear as they should have, and now the sins of 
the fathers are being visited on the third gener- 
ation. The time has come, then, for re-drafting 
the B.N.A. Act so as to make parliament really 
supreme and put the legislatures in their place. 
So says Mr. Major, arguing himself out of a job. 

When he had finished there was a conversa- 
tional passage which sounded significant. Mr. 
Major, backing up his idea about the intentions 
of the fathers, quoted those who favored a “‘legis- 
lative union,” meaning abolition of the province. 
Chief Justice Rowell asked if he could support his 
argument from speeches by men who took the op- 
posite view. Apologetically, Mr. Major said he 
couldn’t produce such quotations. “I think I can 
find them for you, Mr. Attorney-General,” said 
Mr. Sirois, of Quebec, the province which is ex- 
pected to put up the strongest battle for provincial 
rights. 


At the afternoon sitting, Dr. A. R. Upgren, a 
Minnesota economist, presented the government's 
ideas on monetary policy. Dr. Upgren’s brief, a 
note in it said, was checked over by Dr. Jacob 
Viner and Dr. A. H. Hansen, two of the great 
whales of economic science in the United States. 
Presumably this means they agree with Dr. Up- 
gren, but the citation of their names didn't put 
over his idea. He was given a ride over the 
bumps of monetary theory by Dr. Angus and 
Louis St. Laurent, a K.C. from Quebec City, who 
is counsel of the commission. Dr. Upgren came 
through all right. “Upgren and at 'em” is his 
motto, 
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Dr. Upgren's opinion is that when Great Brit- 
ain went off gold in 1931 and Australia let its 
pound depreciate Canada should have followed 
suit. The question is technical and baffled some 
of those present, but, brieffy, the argument was 
this: Exporters gain most from currency depre- 
ciation. Western Canada is dependent on ex- 
ports. Canada’s policy of holding up the Canad- 
ian dollar hurt western farmers. 

Dr. Angus raised the question whether this 
actually was Canada’s policy. Did not Canada 
rather let its dollar find its own place among the 
currencies? Dr. Upgren thought not. While the 
two economists agreed on this point, the audi- 
ence admired the mural decorations. Another 
idea contributed by Dr. Angus was that letting 
the dollar fall would have helped the east by at- 
tracting tourists and jacking up the price of gold 
—as well as the west. Mr. St. Laurent had just 
got started on his examination of Dr. Upgren 
when time was called for the day by Chief Justice 
Rowell. 
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Among watchers of the proceedings were vis- 
itors from at least three provinces. T. C. Davis, 
attorney-general of Saskatchewan, is here to 
make sure Manitoba does not put anything over 
his province. White-haired Senator Farris and 
Dr. Carrothers, an economist, are on hand from 
British Columbia. There is nobody from Alberta, 
but nervous bondholders down east have a rep- 
resentative in the person of D'Arcy Leonard,

Editor, Bulletin: The Trades and 

Labor Congress of Canada has re- 

cently proclaimed a boycott against 
| Japanese goods. As Canadian citi- 
zens interested in maintaining the 
friendly political and trade rela- 
tions between Canada and Japan 
we believe that such movement 
should be discouraged for if widely 
applied it would only lead to great 
financial loss to the dominion. 

In the fiscal year 1937 Canada's 
exports to Japan were valued at 
$21,629,600, while imports from 
Japan totalled only $4,796,000. The 
trade figures for this year are no 
exception, the ratio of money ex- 
changed between the two countries 
has been the same for many years. 
approximately five dollars coming 
‘nto Canada from Japan for each 
Canadian dollar spent in Japan. 

Thousands of Canadian workers 
earn their living through our ex- 
ports to Japan. Canadian farmers 
this year sold over $3,000,000 worth 
of wheat to Japanese buyers. Other

It was in the Windsor hotel at Montreal back in 1917 that the wobbly 
National Hockey Association was knocked on the head and the National 
Hockey League formed. At that meeting only three teams were ready to 
start, Montreal Canadiens, Toronto Arenas and Ottawa Senators, With- 
tm a few days the Montreal Wanderers became the fourth club, but 
folded up in less than a month. The three clubs finished the season 
out and Toronto won the championship by defeating Montreal 
Canadiens. 

Calder, who had formerly struggled along manfully as secretary 
of the National Hockey Association, was the unanimous choice of the 
organisation meeting for president of the new body. That he has 
held this post now for 20 years is no small tribute to his ability.
